1. ORR does not believe that the type of classification desired 
by the Bureau of the Budget has been fully clarified. We feel tat, 
in the next meeting of the IAC representatives, the CIA should present 
a@ list of categories which can be amalgamated with those to be pre- 
sented by representatives from the other agencies, since the final 
classification must be adaptable te the intelligence activities heing 
undertaken within the entire community. It is tentatively thought 
that at least two approaches might be used in developing categor 23 
of intelligence production.

be the categories of end intelligence products ami support 
for them. 


2. At present, ORR believes that the first alternative is the 
more practical in that it is more susceptible to fiscal measureannt 
and would more readily disclose areas of apparent duplication. 
Categories that would include the interests of ORR are liated be'.ow, 
These categories should probably be listed under major regional 


breakdowns which would distinguish, at the minimum, the Sovbloc as 
opposed to the non-Sovbloc areas.

Furthermore, it may be useful to consider the breakdown of these 
categories on a regional basis with distinetion between Sovblec and 
non-Sovbloc being the minimun, 
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
